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d Bringing the Seller to the Buyer 


By TROLAND CLEARE, Extension Service, The Holstein-Friesian 


Association of America 


HE primary object of the work of the publicity and 

T extension bureau is to increase the demand for pure- 
- bred Holstein cattle so that members of the associa- 
tion may profit by supplying the demand. 

In its broader aspect this means keeping the public 
continuously informed through advertising, news articles, 
special articles, printed matter, etc., of the merits and 
achievements of purebred Holsteins. 

But there is with this a field more limited, .but also 
more fruitful of tangible results. This is the field that is 
opened up by the replies to our advertising coming from 
people who ask for specific information as to where Hol- 
stein cattle can be bought and the prices that prevail. 

Of course, the vast majority of the thousands of let- 
ters received in response to the advertising are requests 
for general information about the breed. But not a day 
goes by that we do not also receive letters asking where 
a bull, a heifer, a cow, or a carload of Holsteins can be 
bought and the prices at which they can be bought. To 
dodge the issue and make no attempt to supply the infor- 
mation requested is to defeat our object of enabling the 
members of the association to profit by the increased de- 
mand created. 

Some means of bringing together the buyers created 
by our advertising and the sellers among the members of 
the association must be found. There can be no question 
of the fact that every possible effort should be exerted to 
benefit the members of the association. That is what this 
department has been created for—it is employed by the 
nearly 11,000 men who constitute the Holstein-Friesian 
association of America to work in their interests; that is, 
to “widen the market for and increace the value of pure- 
bred Holsteins.” To create a market and then make no 
effort to supply that market would be a dissipation of en- 
ergy and money. 

That a market is being created, or ‘rather stimulated, 
by the advertising of the Holstein-Friesian association is 
evidenced by the numerous letters received asking where 
Holsteins can be bought. To get the benefit of this market 
it is necessary that some means of bringing these buyers 
to the sellers be evolved. 

_ The problem of accomplishing this is by no means a 
simple one, but is, on the other hand, beset with many 
difficulties. The principal elements of the problem are: 

The Holstein-Friesian association does not buy or sell 
cattle or in any way act as a sales agency. It is simply 
and solely a record association. Care must be taken, 
therefore, that in any plan that seeks to bring buyer and 
seller together, the association be not placed in the posi- 
ag of a guarantor, or take any action that can in any way 
€ construed as recommending, guaranteeing, or standing 
sponsor for any cattle or any of its members in a sales 
transaction. It not only cannot assume any responsibility 
but it cannot put itself in a position where it would even 
seem that it was assuming any responsibility. 

The plan that has been worked out by Fred F. Field 
and the writer to meet this condition is as follows: 

The inquiries are listed separately urider the headings 
of Bull Calves Wanted, Heifers Wanted, Cows Wanted, 
Bulls Wanted. Under these various headings are listed 


the name and address of each prospective purchaser, the 
number of head each wants and what he is willing to pay. 
Every Saturday on the mail train leaving Brattleboro at 
2:11 these lists comprising the total inquiries ‘for one week 
are sent to every Holstein club in the United States. 

Each inquirer is written to and informed of this action. 
We make it plain that such action is purely a matter of 
service—an effort to oblige the inquirer by bringing the 
sellers in contact with him. It is explained that this asso- 
ciation does not have any financial interest in any of these 
clubs and by the very nature of its organization it cannot 
assume any responsibility for any sales transaction that 
may be entered into. 

In addition the inquirer is sent a list of the members 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, so that 
he may correspond directly with any of the members he 
may choose. 

Such a plan overcomes the difficulty of having the 
association placed in the false light of guarantor, because 
of the disclaimer of responsibility for the actions of any 
of the clubs, real or implied. It does fill the function of 
bringing the seller to the buyer instead of reversing all 
the rules of modern business and placing upon the buyer 
the burden of seeking the man to buy from. 

There is a tremendous field for the sale of purebred 
Holstein cows and bulls opened up in this manner. Every 
day’s mail brings in requests for information and prices 
that will lead to quick sales by the members of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America if the clubs seize 
the opportunity. 

Bear in mind that every club in the United States is 
notified simultaneously. Those clubs that are active, 
whose members are good business men as well as ‘good 
breeders, whose officers are alert and cnergetic, will make 
immediate use of this information and derive the benefits 
from it. Those clubs that are inactive, that lack aggres- 
siveness, will not derive their share of the benefits. 

Each week will bring to each club a list of opportuni- 
ties to sell Holstein cattle for its members. Any business 
house would gladly pay thousands of dollars to be assured 
of such a weekly list of prospective purchasers for the 
commodities they sell. It is a list worth many dollars to 
the members of every club. But the clubs must act to 
make use of it. We are bringing the opportunity to the 
clubs—the clubs must stretch forth their hands to grasp it. 
We cannot go any farther; whatever benefits the clubs de- 
rive from the plan will rest entirely upon their own efforts 
in making use of the lists. : 

The secretary of each club should look over such lists 
as soon as they are received and where cattle such as the 
members of his club have for sale are wanted he should 
get in immediate touch with the parties desiring them. He 
should furnish full and complete information and, above 
all, he should furnish the information quickly. This for 
two reasons: First, any man’s interest in anything will 
lag if nothing is done to sustain it. A man may be en- 
thusiastic over Holsteins when he writes for prices and 
names of breeders with cattle for sale, but if he has to 
wait weeks for any sign of life from those with cattle to 
sell, his enthusiasm ebbs, and it takes a lot more pérsua- 
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sion to sell him. Second, some clubs will be on the job; 
those that act quickly--that get there first with specific 
information and prices—will create the most favorable im- 
pression and be most likely to effect the sale. 

Much depends upon the energy and business sense of 
secretaries of the clubs. But not everything. Having a 
good secretary does not relieve the individual members 
of the clubs from all responsibility in the matter. You 
cannot expect your secretary to devote his time to your 
interests unless you make it easy for him to do so.

“Buy a Calf” and Prevent a Crisis 


By A. B. OLSTON 


Mr. Hoover says that between thirty and forty mil- 
lions of food animals have been destroyed in Europe 
since the war began. After the war Europe will look to 
America for breeding stock to rehabilitate her decimated 
dairy herds. In the face of these facts the slaughter of 
dairy calves and cows continues in this country far in 
excess of normal. Instead of having cows to sell to Europe 
we shall do well, indeed, if we‘have a sufficient number 
for our own needs. 

As most of us are doubtless aware, there has been a 
great falling off in the number of heifer calves saved dur- 
ing the last two years, owing to high prices for milk and 
veal. Also, during the same period, there has been a 
gradual increase in the number of cows sold for slaughter, 
owing to attractive prices for beef on the hoof, and the 
doubtful profits in producing milk under the prevailing 
high cost of feed and labor. 

The decrease in the number of heifer calves saved in 
1916 and 1917 will be reflected in a decrease in the num- 
ber of new cows coming into milk in 1919 and 1920. It 
takes three years to produce a new milch cow. In 1916, 
when both milk and veal began to command higher prices 
than formerly, the number of heifer calves saved fell off 


badly. In 1917, when milk and veal reached the highest 
prices ever paid for those commodities, fewer calves were 
saved than ever before. 


Dr. Pearson, assistant secretary of agriculture for the 
war, Claims that statistics show that the number of calves 
slaughtered in 1917 was 26% per cent greater than in 1916 
There will, therefore, be a shortage of milch cows in 1920, 
equal to the combined decrease in the number of calves 
saved in 1916 and 1917. Fewer calves are being saved this 
year than last. It is easy to see where a continuation of 
this state of affairs will lead. In a few years we will be 
facing a crisis in our dairy food supply, unless corrective 
measures are taken, and we shall be subjected to milkless 
butterless and cheeseless days. 


In 1914 when milk sold at half its present price, dairy 
farmers elected to save the calves and feed the cheap milk. 
That year doubtless shows the largest number of heifer 
calves ever saved in a single year. This was shown by the 
increased number of new cows coming into milk in 1917— 
an increase of almost exactly 13 per cent above the average 
year. This fact was pointed to by the Department of 
Agriculture as a matter of congratulation. The depart-

The enterprise which has been undcrtaken by 
those interested in the Buy-a-Calf-Movement is 
one with which few people are acquainted. The 
needs for the same and the aims of the organization 
which are told by Mr. Olston in his article and the 
following taken from the Daily National Hotel Re- 
porter of Chicago will therefore serve as an ex- 
planation: 


Since the organization of the hotel and restau- 

rant division of the United States Food Adminis- 
tration the conservation angle, known as the Buy- 
a-Calf Movement, has been gradually gaining an im- 
petus and an interest among hotel men throughout 
the entire country. 
The idea was first promulgated at the initial 
meeting of the district chairmen of the restaurant 
division, led by the national chairman, John McE. 
Bowman, of the Biltmore in New York. Various 
ways and means have been suggested since that 
time as to the best methods of procuring and caring 
for several thousand calves, pledged to be bought 
and raised by the members of the national com- 
mittee. 

After going into the matter very thoroughly the 
consensus of opinion has focused upon the calf nur- 
series at Barrington, Ill., owned and maintained by 
the Land Development and Livestock Company of 
Chicago, offices in the Westminster Building, 110 
South Dearborn street. Briefly, the aim of this com- 
pany is: 

First—The purchase and bringing up of thou- 
sands of head of female calves from a few days old 
into good milch cows, thereby saving these calves 
from the butcher and assisting the dairy interests, 
which are now becoming so highly important a fac- 
tor in food conservation. 

Second—To develop large acreages of cheap 
land, now not highly productive, into farm’ lands 
worth many times their original cost. 

Millions of baby calves are slaughtered every 
year in the United States—tens of thousands per 
month in the state of Illinois alone. Dairy cows of 
grade stock are so scarce and so in demand as to 
command very stiff prices. The slaughter of dairy 
calves obtains chiefly in the dairy districts lying 
close to our great cities, where the land is very high

The national committee, realizing the bad effects 
of this slaughter of baby animals, is now takin 
hold of this proposition to the extent of co-eiptiralian 
with the Land Development and Livestock Commaaae 
to build up its nurseries for the baby calves whine 
when six months old, will be turned out on the 
lands belonging to the company, which lands, being 
sown to sweet clover, will not only produce an 
abundant forage, but will rapidly develop the land 
to a high state of fertility. 

The national committee, therefore, led by’ Mr. 
Bowman of New York, Tracy C. Drake of the 
Blackstone, Chicago, and John R. Thompson, the 
restaurant man, are investing a large amount of 
money in the purchase of these baby calves to 
thus save them from the butcher, raise them to 
maturity, and develop them into good milch cows. 
These gentlemen have put the seal of their approval 
upon this conservation movement, which is ex- 
pected to revolutionize the calf situation, especially 
in this part of the country, and spread to other 
sections of the United States, where the same 
slaughtering conditions prevail. 

The capacity of the nursery at Barrington, IIl., 
is to be 1,000 calves, and similar nurseries will soon 
be constructed elsewhere. Few people thoroughly 
understand the extent of the patriotism and loyalty 
of hotel and restaurant men in the present food 
exigency. While, naturally, the foundation of food 
conservation lies first in the individual and second 
in the home, the hotel and restaurant industry, 
which is the fourth in size in the United States, exer- 
cises such an influence and such importance upon 
the minds of the public in general, that the educa- 
tional ideas promulgated have been of inestimable 
value to Mr. Hoover and the United States Food 
Administration. 

This Buy-a-Calf Movment is but one off- 
shoot of the many things that the hotel and res- 
taurant men are doing for their country, and their 
example in this respect will doubtless be followed 
by multitudes of people who see that the hotel and 
restaurant men are backing their judgment and who 
wish to follow where farsighted business men are 
leading. 
































possibility of a crisis in the most indispensable of our 
food products—a crisis which does impend. Patriotic citi- 
zens of all classes, led by the hotel men of the country, 
are lending their aid and their substance to make the 
movement a success. Our organization was selected as 
the instrument through which to carry out the purposes 
of the movement. 

In the district where Calf Nursery No. 1 is located 
there are several hundred thousand high grade Holstein 
calves dropped annually. Most of these go to the butcher 
at a few days of age. Very few are being saved by the 
dairymen. From close observation in the field we know 
that there are fewer calves being saved this year than ever 
before, and more cows are being sent to slaughter. We 
have the finances to save and raise to maturity only a 
small percentage of these calves. However, with an outlet 
for heifer calves of from ten to twenty days of age, when 








valuable animals are being slaughtered for veal, while 
there is a world shortage of dairy stock. 

If patriotic citizens, not connected with farming or 
stock raising, are willing, as a patriotic duty, to lend their 
aid and substance to make the Buy-a-Calf Movement a 
success, surely patriotic farmers will be willing to do their 
share, especially when by so doing they will be serving 
themselves well, as good milch cows will command very 
stiff prices a few years hence. 

We must have an outlet for more calves than we have 
facilities to raise to maturity, if the Buy-a-Calf Movement 
is to be the success hoped for by the patriotic gentlemen 
who initiated the movement and are supporting it with 
their cash—if, indeed, we are to avert a crisis in our dairy 
food supply. The most natural outlet is the farm where 
another calf can be raised without much inconvenience OF 
expense.

Carrie Beets Segis—The Cover 


‘THE picture that graces the cover of this week’s issue 
is that of a champion. She is Carrie Beets Segis, and is 
owned by the Maxwell Farms of Iowa.

The record which is displaced by that of Carrie Beets 
Segis has been held by a splendid heifer owned by the 
Hargrove & Arnold Holstein plant. This is Rose De Kol 
Wayne Butter Boy, whose figures are 24.28 pounds of 
butter. 

Carrie Beets Segis has excellent breeding on_ both 
sides of her pedigree. Colonel Beets Segis, her sire, is 
one of the best sons of King Segis. He has a quite 
lengthy list of Advanced Registry daughters. He has for 
a dam Paul Beets De Kol Girl, a 30-pound daughter of 
Paul Beets De Kol, which gives Carrie Beets Segis an- 
other well known bull on her sire’s side. 

The dam of this new record maker is from a son of 
Duchess Ormsby Butter King. This latter bull has around 
60 A. R. O. daughters and he is a son of Piebe De Kol 
Burke, that in turn is a son of De Kol Burke. This line 
of breeding is one of the best known of any.

to consider carefully, and that is the 
matter of the sale of the calves one 
does not wish to use for breeding pur- 
poses. “As beef producers,” says 
Professor Reed, “the Holsteins rank 
very high for a dairy breed. The 
calves are large at birth, grow rapid- 
ly, and make excellent veal.” 

Many of the Kansas dairymen went 
into the business because they realized 
that it is a good method of conserv- 
ing soil fertility. That there was a 
need for this is well shown by the 
fact that the average yield of corn in 
this state for the last 10 years, 1908 to 
1917 inclusive, was 112 million bush- 
els; in the 10 years preceding, 155 
million bushels. Much of this de- 
crease was produced by a decline in 
acre yields caused by too much grain 
farming. That is well.shown by the 
contrast produced by the excellent 
yields on many farms around such 
good Holstein centers as Mulvane and 
Independence. Fertility there is on the 
upgrade; yields are much higher than 
they were ten years ago, and the own- 
ers are talking of still further in- 
creases. This will, of course, make it 
possible to keep still more Holsteins. 

Much emphasis has been placed on 
the fertility problems by Professor 
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Holsteins for Kansas and Kansas for 


Reed when talking dairying in grain 
farming communities. “A farm used 
for dairy purposes,” he said in an ad- 
dress recently, “does not need to lose 
in fertility; but can gain, and may be 
used for dairying almost indefinitely. 
On a well managed dairy farm prac- 
tically all the feed grown is marketed 
through the cow. Concentrated pro- 
tein feeding stuffs, such as bran and 
oil meal, usually are purchased to bal- 
ance the ration. These feeds contain 
a high percentage of fertilizing in- 
gredients, and the manure from the 
cows consuming such feeds is very 
rich in plant food. 

“The first method of farming prac- 
ticed generally in a newly settled 
country is grain farming. This is 
continued until the land becomes high 
priced and the fertility of the soil is 
decreased, when dairying usually 
comes into practice. In grain farm- 
ing the land is cropped year after 
year, and these crops are sold off the 
land. In dairy farming the crops are 
harvested and fed to the animals, and 
the income is obtained by selling the 
animals or their products. Selling 
grain and other crops from the farm 
means selling soil fertility or plant 
food. No soil can grow crops year 
after year without sooner or later 
reaching the point where this deple- 
tion is felt. When animals and milk 
products are sold from the farm only 
a small portion of the plant food of

Careful attention to the following 
rules will tend to avoid delay and dis- 
satisfaction: 

Duplicate Names. 

No two animals shall have the same 
name. Slight changes in spelling shall 
not constitute an original name. 

Common Names. 

Applicants should remember that 

all common names are already in use. 
Change of Names. 

After a pedigree has been printed 
in the Herd Book, the name of the 
animal may not be changed, except 
upon authority of the executive com- 
mittee and payment of a fee of $10.

; Length of Name. 

No name of an animal shall be ac- 
cepted for entry if it contains more 
than 30 letters, not including a numer- 
al affix. 

Explanation: There may be 30 let- 
ters in any name or combination of 
names, besides the numeral affix; for 
example, Almagelsche Snowflake Sa- 
phira Ona 2d is permissible, although 
containing 32 letters. 

Use of Numerals. 

In the use of numerals, 2d, 3d, etc., 
in naming cattle, the numeral order 
thereof shall be in sequence with the 
date of birth. 

Explanation: An animal shall not 
be named 4th which has been born at 
an earlier date than one it is proposed 
to call 3d. 

Use of Possessive. 

The use of the possessive (’s) is 

not permitted in naming cattle. 
Family Names. 

Only direct descendants of an ani- 
mal shall be entitled to the family 
name with numbers prefixed or added, 
and after the first generation, the fam- 
ily name only in combination. 

Explanation: The daughters of De 
Kol may be named De Kol 2d, De Kol 
3d, etc., and the daughter of De Kol 
2d and De Kol 3d may only be named 
Mary De Kol, etc., and not De Kol 
Mary. 

In all combinations, the names of 
the sire or dam, in part or in full, may 
be used as desired by the applicant 
(see exceptions as to prefixes). 

Explanation: De Kol Alban is a 
son of the bull, Henry Alban, and 
the cow, Mary De Kol. A combina- 
tion of these names in part or in full 
may. be used, as Henry Alban De Kol, 
or Henry Alban Mary De Kol, al- 
though the latter form is objection- 
able taste. : 

Males shall be entitled to the family 
name only in combination, in which 
the family name shall be first. 

Explanation: The son of a cow, 
De Kol (a family name), may only 
be named De Kol Alban, or De Kol 
Paul, ete., and not Alban De Kol or 
Paul De Kol, De Kol being regarded 
as the family naime. 

A change in name will be requested 
by the secretary if the family name 
used does not appear within two im- 
mediate generations of the ancestry. 

Titles. 

All titles of distinction, nobility, 
military or honorary titles, and all 
first or second given names not in 
use as family names, shall be free for 
use in combination. 

Explanation: All names of the 
character described may be used in- 
discriminately in combination, such as 
Duke, Count, General, Lady, Mary, 
Nellie, etc., unless use as a_ family 
name has occurred, in this way, 
viz., Duke De Kol, Count De Kol, 
Nellie De Kol, etc. But if the name 
Duke, Nellie or Mary, etc., has been 
used as a family name, such names 
cannot be used. 


Prefix Names. 


Prefix names may be registered by 
the secretary as for the absolute and 
exclusive use of the applicant: (1)

Explanation: The prefix name for 
example, Homestead Hijlaard, of 
which Homeste d is the prefix, may 
be used for the first calf, which, if a 
heifer, can be named Homestead 
Hijlaard 2d. But if the calf is a male 
it could be named Homestead this or 
that. But subsequent calves from 
prefix-named ancestors may use the 
prefix only in combination with an- 
other name and the prefix shall not 
begin the name. 

Example: The second calf from 
Homestead Hijlaard, dropped the 
property of the new owner, may be 
properly named Hijlaard Queen 
Homestead, but could not be named 
Homestead Hijlaard 3d. 

Exclusive Use of Prefix Names. 

In case of prefix names, which pre- 
vious to the adoption of this rule 
(June 1909), have been in use by more 
than one person, the right to the ex- 
clusive future use of such prefix shall 
be determined on appeal to the execu- 
tive committee, whose decision shall 
be based upon (1) priority, (2) num- 
ber of animals so named, (3) present 
value of such prefix. Nothing in this 
rule shall license the continued use of 
the same prefix by more than one 
person. 

Naming by Secretary. 

Where the applicant is in doubt 
about naming his animals, leave the 
space blank on the application and a 
name will be assigned by the secre- 
tary. 

It frequently occurs that the name 
desired by the applicant cannot be 
granted under the rule and in such 
cases is changed by the secretary to 
avoid delay. If the name assigned 
is ‘not. satisfactory, the secretary 
should at once be notified. No two 
registered animals may have the same 
name, and when names selected by 
applicants are found to be duplicates, 
or otherwise in conflict with the rules, 
they are changed, but not, otherwise. 

The secretary is authorized to re- 
fuse to register animals under names 
that are misleading, either as to or 
gin or relationship, and also under 
names that are obscene or profane.

oF A’ Powell and Wing R. Smith, was 

the largest Holstein gathering held 
in this state since the last annual 
meeting at Syracuse, 1915. Holstein 
breeders from every part of the state 
and their guests, who were in at- 
tendance at the Moyer sale, flocked 
to the gathering to do honor to Mr. 

Powell and-Mr. Smith. Mr. Powell 
retired as president, after several 
years of active work in this position, 
and Mr. Smith relinquished the office 
of secretary after holding it since the 
formation of the club, 15 years ago. 
Mr. Smith also dispersed his herd at 
the Moyer sale, and the dinner very 
fittingly commemorated more than a 
quarter of a century of active partici- 
pation in Holstein affairs as breeders 
both by Mr. Smith and Mr. Powell. 

Prominent guests present included 
D. D. Aitken of Michigan, president 
of the association, who made the 
principal address. W. A. Matteson 
of Utica, chairman of the executive 
committee, was also present and 
spoke. Guernsey breeders of New 
York were represented by John R. 
Clancy, president of the Syracuse 
Chamber of Commerce, and a lite- 
long friend of Messrs. Powell and 
Smith. An effort was made to have 
arepresentation of Jersey interests 
present, but Mr. Sessions, who was 
delegated to represent these interests, 
was unable to come. A. L. Brockway 
presided as toastmaster. 

Secretary F. L. Houghton, who was 
in town, was unable to be present 
and his place on the toast list was not 
taken. A special invitation was sent 
him because it was felt that in hon- 
oring Mr. Smith and Mr. Powell 
Secretary Houghton might well have 
a part. However,. Mr. Houghton 
could not arrange his conferences so 
as to attend, which was disappoint- 
ogg the committee and the club as 
well. 

Following Mr. Clancy’s felicitations 
to the honor guests and a brief talk 
on his work as a breeder of purebred 
cattle, Mr. Powell entertained the 
diners with some reminiscences re- 
garding the Holstein industry in New 
York state. D. D. Aitken followed 
him, and no Holstein gathering has 
ever been privileged to hear a better 
address nor a more important mes- 
sage than that which our own “D. D.” 
brought to Syracuse at this time. 
Under the spell of his masterful ora- 
tory, the Holstein breeder rose above 
the narrow confines of mere breed 
and became a leader of the dairy in- 
dustry in this country. Mr. Aitken 
brought home the important message 
of co-operation among all dairy 
breeds to create a great movement 
throughout the country that shall in- 
crease the demand for dairy products. 
He advocated co-operation with other 
purebred dairy associations. He ad- 
vocated publicity, and the statement 
which he made that the assessment 
of 25c per cow paid by every dairy- 
man in the country would establish 
an annual fund of over $5,000,000 for 
publicity, showed the possibilities that 
confront such an organization as he 
outlined when it becomes a reality.

Mr. Aitken criticised the average 
dairy farmer for the attitude which 
he takes with respect to selling his 
products. He asks if there is any other 
industry on earth which attempts 
to create a market for its product by 
advertising the cost of producing it. 
He pointed out that instead of this, 
every other industry spends its en- 
tire energy in establishing in the 
minds of the consuming public the 
wonderful value of the product adver- 
tised. Inasmuch as we know that 
such arguments without number can 
be brought forth by champions of the 
dairy industry, it will be seen that if 
we take such advice, a comprehensive 
campaign that will produce an _ in- 
creased demand for dairy products 
can be outlined. 

Mr. Aitken believes that the-Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
has grown large enough to take the 
lead in this matter, and in conclusion 
asked his hearers to take the prob- 
lems he presented up for considera- 
tion and to plan some means of car- 
rying them out along these lines. 

Mr. Matteson, responding to the 
toast “Legal Advice,” told the diners 
something of the problems . with 
which they must deal and gave them 
some valuable information regarding 
such matters. 

Mr. Brockway called upon Col. D. 
L. Perry for a few extemporaneous 
remarks and Colonel Perry “came 
through” with a remarkable talk upon 
the subject of temperance, concluding 
his talk with a patriotic appeal that 
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brought the diners to their feet in 
applause. 

The club presented, through Mr. 
Brockway, some tokens of the esteem 
in which it has held Mr. Powell and 
Mr. Smith. A silver mounted walking 
stick, suitably engraved,’ was given 
Mr. Powell, and Uncle Wing was 
the recipient of a beautiful sterling 
silver water pitcher appropriately en- 
graved and a purse of $100 in gold. 
Both Mr. Powell and Mr. Smith re- 
sponded with short talks. 

Covers were laid for 130 guests and 
every seat was taken. Additional enter- 
tainment was provided during the din- 
ner and preceding the speaking. The 
committee in charge consisted of A. 
L. Brockway, Frank C. Soule, H. A.

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Meeting of Pennsylvania Breeders 


The first meeting of the Holstein 
breeders of Lawrence county, Penn- 
sylvania, was held in New Castle on 
February 23d with more than 50 men 
in attendance. A dinner was served 
at 12 o’clock in the Y. M. C. A. fol- 
lowing which the program of the af- 
ternoon was presented. R. R. Welch 
of Grove City, Pa., and Peter Small 
of Chesterland, Ohio, were the prin- 
cipal speakers. 

Mr. Welch spoke very enthusiasti- 
cally of the interest being manifested 
in better dairying around the Grove 
City community since the govern- 
ment creamery was established there 
about three years ago. Prior to that 
time there were no large herds, and 
very few purebred dairy cattle in that 
part of the county. During the past 
year and a half, however, nearly 150 
purebred herds have been started. 
Breeders’ associations for the three 
leading breeds have been formed and 
these have been followed by cow test- 
ing associations and bull associations. 
As a number of the patrons of the 
Grove City creamery live in Lawrence 
county, they were especially interested 
in Mr. Welch and what he had to say 
concerning the building of a dairy 
community. 

Peter Small in a very practical talk 
told about many of the problems he 
had had to face in the development of 
his own herd. He referred also to the 
object and workings of the National 
Holstein-Friesian Association and 
pointed out the benefits which individ- 
ual breeders might receive by taking 
out membership. Our breeders were 
specially interested in what Mr. Small 


had to say with regard to the improve- 
ment of the dairy herd and the mak- 
ing of records. Some very valuable 
suggestions on feeding and calf-rais- 
ing were made. Everyone was urged 
to raise all good heifer calves and es- 
pecially purebreds in view of the in- 
creasing demand for dairy cattle of 
high quality. So many questions were 
asked Mr. Small that the meeting did 
not adjourn until five o’clock. 
Holstein breeders might be inter- 
ested in knowing that during the past 
six months 20 head of registered Hol- 
stein cows have been brought into 
Lawrence county from Michigan. This 
importation was made under the di- 
rection of the farm bureau and the 
New Wilmington National Bank. Fi- 
nancial assistance was given by the 
bank to those who needed it, in pur- 
chasing one or more purebred cows.

A PERSISTENT CONNECTICUT 
PRODUCER. 

The Holstein cow, Minnie Fay Piet- 
ertje 152085, in the Connecticut 
Agricultural College dairy herd is an 
excellent example of a very efficient 
animal that without the scales and the 
Babcock test would, in the great ma- 
jority of cases, not attract the atten- 
tion of the casual observer or herds- 
man. She possesses a_ particularly 
familiar type of udder, the blood and 
nerve system to which is highly de- 
veloped. This organ, however, is not 
at all conspicuous. 

She has just completed a third lac- 
tation period of 365 days. She calved 
rather late in life, being past three 
years of age when she dropped her 
first calf. At that time she produced 
17,320 pounds of milk containing 657 
pounds of butter. Freshening a little 
more than a year later, she produced 
759 pounds of butter and 20,823 
pounds of milk, and again freshening 
after a little more than a year from 
the previous calving. In her third 
consecutive period just recently fin- 
ished, she produced 728 pounds of 
butter and 19,802 pounds of milk. This 
gives her a total of 57,645 pounds of 


milk in there consecutive lacta- 
tion periods in a total of about three 
years and nine months time. This 
cow was not such a tremendous or 
flashy producer, but makes her large 
yield by persistent effort. The milk 
was weighed at milking which, while 
her flow was greatest, took place 
three times per day and each month 
the fat determination was made of 
the milk covering a two-day period 
by the Babcock method. 


METHODS OF INCREASING 
DAIRY PRODUCTS. 


In 1914 we imported approximately 
64,000,000 pounds more of dairy prod- 
ucts than we exported, not including 
fresh milk and cream. In 1917 we 
exported 320,000,000 pounds more 
than we imported. 

The total amount of milk produced 
_in this country in 1917 is estimated 
to be 84,611,350,000 pounds. Large 
losses occur, and the greatest is 
through the failure fully to utilize 
skim-milk and buttermilk for human 
food. These products have all of the 
food value of the whole-milk except 
the fat. A given quantity of them 
would produce seven times as much 
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food value in the form of cottage 
cheese as they would produce in, the 
form of meat if fed to livestock. The 
possibilities of increasing the supply 
of food by the fuller utilization of 


these by-products are enormous. 
There should be a better utilization 
of skim-milk and buttermilk, both as 
food on the farm and through the 
market. 

Better results in dairying may be 
secured by proper sanitation and care 
in producing and handling milk; by 
better care and utilization of pas- 
tures; by raising on the farm ade- 
quate supplies of roughage, particu- 
larly legumes and silage to take the 
place of grains so far as is prac- 
ticable; by preserving for dairy pur- 
poses all the high-producing animals 
and eliminating those that are ineffi- 
cient; by feeding according to produc- 
tion so as to secure the greatest yield 
of milk with the least quantity of 
feed, which necessitates a record of 
production of individual cows; by the 
full utilization in the community of 
good bulls throughout the entire 
period of their usefulness and to their 
full capacity; and by the prompt con- 
trol of disease.—United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
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The Western Dairy Products Show 


Eight western states sent exhibits 
of milk, cream, butter and cheese to 
the third annual Western Dairy Prod- 
ucts Show held early in March in 
connection with the convention of the 
Western Dairy Instructors’ Associa- 
tion, and the display was the largest 
ever brought together in the north- 
west, according to G. L. Frevert, man- 
ager of the show. The attendance at 
the lectures and exhibits indicated a 
rapidly growing interest in dairy mat- 
ters among the farmers of the Yakima 
valley, and predictions were freely 
made by the instructors at the con- 
ference that this section, due to its 


natural advantages as a 
ground, would shortly assume consid- 
erable importance in the development 
of the industry. 


The winter weather in Yakima is 


sufficiently mild so that there is no 
long feeding season, and very little 
feed energy is required to produce 
heat. Consequently production is 
higher and the health of the herds, 
which can run out of doors most of 
the winter, is better. Summers in this 
section are warm and for the most 
part without rain, but the nights are 
cool, the heat dry and there-are no 
extremes of temperature.

The recent establishment of several 
cheese factories and of a condensor 
in and near Yakima, will help nd 
solve one of the two serious problem 
which confront the dairymen the 
problems of marketing and labor. A 
much broader and more stable mar- 
ket is now established than existed a 
few years ago, but there is still room 
for improvement, and this question js 
receiving serious consideration at the 
hands of Yakima business men. The 
problem of labor is the same as is 
being met in every rural community 
in the United States, and is being met 
in the same fashion, by the use of 
labor saving machinery. 

To promote the development of the 
western states as a center for the pro- 
duction of dairy products, the West- 
ern States Instructors’ Association 
passed resolutions recommending that 
western colleges devote more atten- 
tion to dairy husbandry courses and 
spend more time and money on dairy 
experimental work. This, in spite of 
the curtailment of college courses due 
to the war, and copies of the resolu- 
tion will be placed in the hands of 
college presidents and heads of dairy 
departments, in the hope that exten- 
sion of work along this line will keep 
pace with the growing importance of 
the industry. The instructors also 
outlined plans for the formation of 
a Western Dairy Council, to be made 
up of members of dairy organizations 
throughout the eleven states covered 
by the association, and appointed a 
committee on organization. This 
council it is hoped will co-ordinate 
the work of the various agencies now 
working for the advancement of the 
dairy cow. 

In the milk division of the show 
there were 76 entries from seven 
states, and as many of butter and 
cream. Thirty-six of the milk en- 
tries were from Portland, Ore., and 
11 of the 15 prizes awarded went to 
dairies of that city, as did the grand 
prize for board of health average, five 
highest dairies, in which the winning 
score was 97.76. All the prizes for 
market milk, pasteurized milk and 
pasteurized cream went to Portland, 
while Portland and Seattle divided the 
prizes for certified milk and raw mar- 
ket cream. A Spokane (Wash.) dairy 
won first. the only award made, in the 
milk dealers’ class. Eight states sent 
21 entries of cheese, and prizes award- 
ed in four classes went to manufac- 
turers in the four states of Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Idaho, and Wyomine,. 
(Cheese samples were also submitted 
from the states of Utah, California, 
Colorado and Montana. <

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INSTRUCTIONS FOR KEEPING 
INDIVIDUAL HERD RECORDS. 


Herd Record Kept by Each Person. 
By-law—It is the duty of each per- 
son registering cattle (By-laws, Art. 
1V. Section 8) to keep, in a book de- 
voted to that purpose alone, a com- 
plete and consecutive record showing 
date of service, name and number of 
animal served, name of sire used, date 
of calving, and the sex and color of 
the calf. 
How to Keep Your Herd Records. 


Animals to be Entered—In your 
own herd register (a special book 
provided for this purpose) every ani- 
mal in your herd should be entered 
as soon as born, whether or not you 
intend to place it on the record of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. 

Also every animal that you may 
purchase should be entered; and each 
entry should be complete, showing 
the date of birth (year, month and 
day, and the name and number of 
sire and dam). 

Diagrams—There should be accu- 
rate diagrams of the color markings 
showing both sides; ear-tag number, 
if ear tags are used; also the herd 
book number if the animal is regis- 
tered. 

Service Record—The service rec- 
ord of each animal should be kept 
complete and entries made promptly 
in the service tables at the time of 
service. 

Calves Dropped — The calves 
dropped should also be credited to 


_each dam in the tables provided for 


that purpose. 

Service Record of Bull—The serv- 
ice record of the bull should be filled 
in immediately. according to the 
facts, at the time of service. In fact, 
the book should contain a complete 
consecutive record of every animal 
that you have ever owned, showing 
all the important data needed to pre- 
pare applications accurately for either 
registry or transfer. 

Sale of Animal—When an animal 
is sola or disposed of, the exact date 
of delivery, with the name and post- 
office address of the purchaser, 
should be noted on the animal’s rec- 
ord in the herd register. 

Death of Animal—If .the animal 
dies or is slaughtered, the date of 
death should be noted on its record 
and the certificates promptly returned 
to the secretary for cancellation. 

Memorandum of Applications Filed 
—When an application for registry 
or transfer is filed with the secretary, 
a pencil notation should be made on 
the animal’s entry in your herd regis- 
ter, showing the date on which the 
application was filed, and when the 
certificate is issued you can _ erase 
the memorandum and piace the 
certificate number in the plece _ pro- 
vided for it. This method iz followed 
by all systematic breeders and en- 
ables them to tell at a glance just 
which animals are recorded or when 
the applications were filed.

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Some Food Values. 


Every one is now hunting for wheat 
flour substitutes. Although we are 
supposed to buy these substitutes with 
every bag of all-wheat flour, many 
women have found their grocers out, 
or minus corn meals, barleys, ryes, 
soy beans, rice flours, etc. This, of 
course, is not right, but everything is 
chaos in the new wheatless world 
and we can only pray that the retail- 
ers will get in the new provisions so 
that we may be allowed to buy a sack 
of real flour occasionally. As all are 
interested in the food values of wheat 
and its rivals, below is given a table 
showing the comparisons:

As will be noted, a pound of soy 
beans furnishes more protein, more 
fat and more heat calories than any 
other food. The department main- 
tains that the soy bean is one of the 
best all-round substitutes for wheat 
flour that can be procured. The next 
thing is to raise or buy this bean and 
use it as far as possible in our menus. 

Following is another list showing 
the quantities of the various kinds of 
foods which will provide 100 calories 
of heat: 

Six egg whites; tablespoon butter 
(dairy); one and one-third yolks; 
tablespoon péanut butter; tablespoon 
fat; three and one-half tablespoons 
buckwheat; two tablespoons sugar; 
four tablespoons patent flour; three 
and one-third tablespoons graham 
flour; three tablespoons whole-wheat; 
three and one-half tablespoons corn 
meal; a piece of lean beef, one by two 
inches; same quantity chicken or 
lamb; cheese, one and one-half inches 
square; one-third pound potato; four 
dried prunes; twenty-six raisins; four 
tablespoons rice; two cups canned to- 
matoes; one slice wheat bread; one 


large orange; one large apple; one 
medium sized banana. ; 
To understand these calories of 


which we read so much today, it is 
estimated that an average person con- 
sumes from 2,500 to 3,000 heat calories 
per day. So, from the above list, a 
scientific Holstein housekeeper can 
get an idea of how to feed her family. 
It is advisable to forbear from _ be- 
coming a “calory fiend” but probably 
all of us could live wiser, better and 
cheaper, if we took them a bit into ac- 
count.

the entire crop is sold. The greatest 
part of the plant food is left behind in 
the form of barnyard manure, and this 
may be returned to the soil. This dif- 
ference is very clear when we compare 
the amount of plant food sold in milk 
and dairy products with that contained 
in ordinary farm crops. 

“In most parts of Kansas the soil 
contains a sufficient quantity of plant 
food, but it is so devoid of humus, 
or vegetable matter, that the plant 
food is not available. Soil lacking in 
vegetable matter will not retain water 
and packs and bakes after rains. Such 
a soil is called a poor soil. By rota- 
tion of crops, by marketing the crops 
grown through dairy cows or other 
livestock, and by using the manure, 
it is possible to add humus to the soil 
and thus make it more productive.” 

In addition to the manure returned 
to the soil by a Holstein herd, there 
is another factor that has _ helped 
greatly, and that is the increase in 
leguminous crops which has come 
with dairying, which has, of course, 
aided in maintaining the humus and 
nitrogen contents of the soil. The 
Holstein breeders at 
example, say that much of their ex- 
cellent financial success is due to the 
fine results that have been obtained 
from alfalfa. The Holstein cow is 
naturally adapted to a ration the basis 
of which is silage and alfalfa hay— 
and Kansas is “there” in producing 
both. 


The cost of this feed must seem 
amazingly low to dairymen from the 
east, who are feeding alfalfa at $27 or 
more a ton. Season yields of five 
tons an acre or more around Mulvane 
are common, and the only production 
expense is the cutting, raking and 
hauling to the barn. And Kansas leads 
with the acreage of alfalfa among the 
states, with a total of ‘one and one- 
third million acres. Naturally there 
is a margin in the cost of production 
and the price which must be paid in 
dairy districts farther east and this is 
helping to provide the thousands and 
thousands of dollars which are going 
out of Kansas every week to the good 
Holstein breeders of Wisconsin, IIli- 
nois, New York and other eastern 
states. 

A very obvious thing about this 
trade, by the way, to the men who 
are engaged in it, is the great increase 
in the demand for quality animals. 
Most of the breeders in Kansas who 
have herds of any size either have or 
are talking of getting at least 30- 
pound bulls. There are some .33-pound 
animals already in the state, and the 
owners of these are showing strong 
indications of going “back east” for 
something better. Meanwhile they are 
doing a mighty fine job of beating the 
bushes for men who are just starting 
in the business, to incidentally sell 
them stock and also to help them get 
started right. Much of the success 
of the Kansas Holstein men has been 
due to the spirit of co-operation with 
which they have attacked their prob- 
lems. You will have a hard time in 
finding Holstein men with more pep 
than W. H. Mott, J. M. Chestnut, H.
